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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT,  1897.

I  BEG  to  submit  the  following  notes  on  the  work  of  the 
Library  for  1897,  and  to  append  statistics  showing  the  number 
of  readers  in  each  Ward,  the  number  of  volumes  in  stock,  the 
number  given  out  for  home  reading  in  the  Central  and  Branch 
Libraries,  and  the  number  of  works  consulted  in  the  Reference 
Room. 

Since  last  report,  the  most  important  matter  to  note  is  the 
opening  of  two  Branch  Libraries,  The  West  Branch,  situated 
at  the  corner  of  Dundee  Street  and  Murdoch  Terrace,  is  in  a 
hall  provided  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Thomas  Nelson, 
publisher.  The  building  contains  a  Recreation  Hall,  main- 
tained solely  by  the  Trustees,  a  Library  for  home  reading 
containing  6903  volumes,  and  a  Reading  Room  40  feet  long 
by  18  feet  wide.  The  Library  was  opened  on  lOth  May  1897, 
by  the  Earl  of  Rosebery,  who  gave  an  address  on  the  occasion. 
It  is  gratifying  to  have  to  report  that,  so  far  as  the  Library 
and  Reading  Room  are  concerned,  the  people  of  the  district 
have  taken  advantage  of  them  to  a  very  satisfactory  extent. 
On  the  tables  of  the  Reading  Room  there  are  six  daily  news- 
papers, besides  eighteen  weekly  and  twenty-two  monthly 
periodicals.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  in  the  Nelson  Hall, 
in  the  same  building,  there  are  six  daily  newspapers,  thirty- 
three  weekly,  and  fifteen  monthly  journals.  Since  the 
opening,  74,443  volumes  have  been  given  out  for  home  reading, 
of  which  39,451  were  novels.  The  table  on  p.  10  gives  the 
details  of  the  issue.  The  outstanding  feature  of  it  is  that 
every  book  in  the  section  for  Juveniles  has  been  read  nearly 
twenty-four  times.  This  will  necessitate  a  more  frequent 
renewal  of  the  books  in  this  section.  Mrs  Nelson  has  kindly 
presented  368  volumes,  which,  along  with  the  ordinary 
additions  for  the  year,  are  now  catalogued,  and  will  soon  be 
ready  for  issue.  In  place  of  a  boy  to  assist  Mr  Clyne,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  continue  one  of  our  junior  assistants 
there  since  the  opening. 

The  Branch  Library  at  Portobello  was  opened  on  Friday, 
1st  October  1897,  and  its  work  since  has  been  very  satisfactory. 
The  building  is  in  what  is  known  as  the  Municipal  Buildings, 
Portobello.  The  opening  address  was  delivered  by  Sir  Andrew 
M'Donald,  Lord  Provost  of  the  City.    The  number  of  books

to  begin  with  was  much  larger  in  proportion  to  the  population 
than  the  stock  provided  in  our  West  Branch,  but  it  was  felt 
that  at  such  a  distance  from  the  Central  Library  a  more  than 
usual  liberal  provision  should  be  made.  The  books  are  stored 
in  what  was  the  Town  Council  Committee  Room,  and  the 
Council  Chamber  forms  the  Reading  Room.  On  the  tables 
are  four  daily  newspapers,  twenty-two  weekly,  and  nineteen 
monthly  periodicals.  The  number  of  books  issued  for  home 
reading  since  the  opening  is  19,598  volumes. 

In  the  Central  Lending  Library,  room  had  to  be  made  for 
the  additions  during  the  year.  Considerable  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  this  matter,  but  by  the  transference  of  several 
sets  of  magazines  less  popular  than  others  to  the  Reference 
Library  the  difficulty  has  been  tided  over.  In  the  course  of  this 
year  and  next  the  catalogues  will  be  exhausted,  and  as  the 
Branches'  scheme  will  by  then  be  fairly  complete,  a  thorough 
revisal  of  the  Central  Lending  Library  will  be  possible.  By 
the  withdrawal  or  transference  of  books  not  much  in  demand 
(if  at  all),  room  could  be  made  for  the  books  to  be  acquired 
for  several  years  to  come.  The  issue  of  books  from  the 
Central  Lending  Library  has  been  affected  to  some  extent 
by  the  opening  of  the  two  branches. 

SOILED  AND  WORN-OUT  BOOKS. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Library  till  the  end  of  December 
1896,  4,419  soiled  and  worn-out  books  were  withdrawn.  This 
year  the  number  withdrawn  was  3,761.  Of  the  3,761  with- 
drawn, 3,614  were  replaced,  leaving  147  reported  as  out  of 
print  at  present.  On  ist  January  1897,  246  volumes  were 
not  available  from  this  cause.  During  the  year  we  reduced 
that  number,  by  advertising  and  issuing  a  list  of  "Wants" 
to  booksellers  all  over  the  country,  to  122,  but  to  that  there 
falls  to  be  added  the  number  not  obtained  of  this  year's 
withdrawals,  viz,  147,  making  the  volumes  out  of  print  at 
present  269. 

JUVENILES'  LIBRARY. 

The  overhauling  of  the  books,  and  the  revisal  of  the 
catalogue  of  the  Juveniles'  Library,  are  nearly  completed. 
Over  fifteen  hundred  volumes  have  been  replaced  or  withdrawn. 
Those  withdrawn  are  such  as  have  been  found  from  experience 
not  to  be  so  suitable  as  was  expected.  The  new  catalogue  of 
this  section  will  be  ready  in  the  spring. 
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ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

In  order  to  make  room  for  more  books  of  reference,  the 
alterations  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  have  been  carried 
out  to  some  extent.  The  shelving  of  the  store-room  will  give 
space  for  over  25,000  volumes,  and  the  removal  of  the  boilers 
and  engines  has  placed  half  the  basement  at  our  disposal  for 
storing  papers,  &c. 

The  lighting  of  the  whole  Library  is  now  obtained  from 
the  Corporation.  There  has  been  much  delay  in  completing 
the  work.  The  News-room  is  hardly  so  well  lit  as  before,  but 
the  other  departments  are  satisfactorily  lighted. 

NUMBER  OF  BOOKS  READ  AND  CONSULTED 
SINCE  1890. 

The  total  number  of  works  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library 
(no  account  being  taken  of  Directories,  Annuals,  and  current  Maga- 
zines), and  of  the  books  issued  for  home  reading,  from  the  opening 
of  the  Library  in  July  1890  to  olst  December  1897,  is 

5,252,720. 

From  calculations  made  from  time  to  time,  it  was  found  that 
four  persons  visited  the  Newsroom  for  every  one  who  got  a  book  for 
consultation  or  home  reading.  That  would  give  upwards  of  twenty 
millions  of  visitors  to  the  Newsroom  since  July  1890.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT, 

1898. 

I  BEG  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  work  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1898. 

THE  REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

This  Department  has  been  growing  in  favour  with  the 
public  more  and  more  every  year.  The  number  of  readers 
has  shown  a  steady  increase,  and  more  satisfactory  still  is  the 
fact  that  an  increasing  number  of  students  and  of  persons 
engaged  in  serious  literary  work  takes  advantage  of  it.  During 
1898  the  card  catalogue  was  revised  and  extended  and  placed 
in  a  new  cabinet.  It  is  not  altogether  completed,  but  every 
work  acquired  during  the  year  (except  a  few  volumes  of 
pamphlets)  has  been  catalogued,  and  the  cards  will  be  in 
their  place  before  this  Report  is  issued. 

In  order  to  make  room  for  the  large  number  of  works 
added  during  the  year,  our  sets  of  magazines  and  transactions 
of  learned  societies  were  transferred  to  the  storerooms,  which 
have  been  fitted  with  suitable  shelves.  This  has  given  tem- 
porary relief,  and  for  the  next  two  or  three  years  the  work  of 
this  department  will  not  be  much  hampered  for  want  of  space. 
Owing  to  the  extended  accommodation  obtained  for  magazines, 
the  Committee  has  been  able  to  supply  completed  sets  of  the 
more  important  magazines,  and  in  this  connection  it  should 
be  mentioned  that  complete  sets  of  the  following  American 
magazines  have  been  added  during  the  year : —

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At  3 1  St  December  1897  the  stock  of  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment was  39,628,  but  during  1898  there  were  added  by 
purchase  and  by  transference  from  the  Lending  Library, 
6,190,  making  a  present  total  of  45,818  volumes.  That  is 
exclusive  of  the  back  numbers  of  almanacks,  directories,  and 
calendars. 

During  the  year  new  expensive  works  on  travel  and 
biography  were  for  a  time  placed  on  the  Reference  table  on 
their  publication,  although  afterwards  placed  in  the  Lending 
Library.  This  gave  considerable  satisfaction,  as  many  were 
able  to  examine  and  read  the  books,  pending  their  being 
classified,  catalogued,  and  put  into  circulation  on  the  publi- 
cation of  the  monthly  list. 

LENDING  LIBRARIES. 

CENTRAL. 

On  p.  4  will  be  found  the  number  of  readers  from  the 
different  municipal  wards.  The  numbers  for  1897  are  given 
for  the  sake  of  comparison.  In  both  St  George's  and  St 
Cuthbert's  Wards  there  have  been  increases  of  over  one 
thousand  in  the  year,  due  in  great  measure  to  the  popu- 
larity of  the  West  Branch.  Newington  Ward  also  shows  a 
similar  increase. 

The  stock  of  the  Lending  Library  underwent  some 
changes  during  the  year.  As  reported  in  October,  in  order 
to  make  room  for  additions  to  the  Lending  Room  and  to  the 
Juveniles'  Section,  1,661  volumes  were  transferred  to  the 
Reference  Library,  and  17  to  the  North  Branch  from  the 
former,  and  1,836  volumes  from  the  latter  to  the  storeroom  to 
be  used  for  replacing  worn-out  copies.  30  volumes  were 
superseded  by  4  others.  There  were  1,1 10  volumes  added 
during  the  year,  the  actual  stock  available  for  circulation  in 
this  department  at  31st  December  last  being  52,952  as  against 
55,390  in  1897. 

In  the  Central  Lending  Library  there  has  been  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year  to  the  extent 
of  5,086,  but  this  is  much  more  than  compensated  for  by  a  net 
increase  in  the  issues  of  the  Central  Lending  and  Branch 
Libraries  of  107,770. 

There  were  really  fewer  books  published  in  1898  from 
which  to  make  a  selection  to  add  to  our  Circulating  Depart- 
ment, and  the  space  available  for  additions  had  always  to  be 
considered. 

BRANCHES. 

To  the  West  Branch  706  were  added  during  the  year, 
making  the  present  stock  7,639  vols.    The  issues  for  the  year 
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have  been  very  satisfactory,  the  total  being  1 20,190.  For  seven 
of  the  months  over  10,000  volumes  each  were  issued,  see  page  1 1. 

The  Portobello  Branch  has  done  well  also,  as  figures  on 
page  1 2  show,  the  total  for  the  year  being  77,7 1 7.  To  the  stock 
of  1897,  345  volumes  have  been  added,  making  the  total  for 
last  year  4,326. 

The  Portobello  Branch  News  Room  is  frequently  uncom- 
fortably crowded  in  the  evenings,  and  both  the  News  Room 
and  Nelson  Hall  in  the  West  Branch  are  largely  patronised. 

Part  of  the  books  for  the  North  Branch  in  Stockbridge 
has  been  purchased.  The  contracts  for  the  building  have 
been  nearly  all  settled,  and  building  operations  were  com- 
menced in  November. 

SOILED  AND  WORN  AND  LOST  BOOKS. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Library  till  31st  December,  8,180 
soiled  and  w^orn-out  books  have  been  withdrawn.  During 
1898,  2,024  were  thus  dealt  with  and  1,793  of  them  replaced, 
the  others  being  out  of  print  and  unobtainable.  Of  the  269 
volumes  standing  over  from  previous  years,  42  were  obtained 
by  advertising  during  the  year,  leaving  227  still  on  the  store 
shelves.  To  this  there  falls  to  be  added  231  for  1898,  making 
the  number  reported  out  of  print  at  present  458. 

As  to  lost  books,  there  are  at  present  ten  volumes  which 
we  have  been  unable  to  recover.  Three  of  these,  Fenn's 
"Real  Gold,"  No.  21,476,  Vincent's  "Elements  of  Hypnotism," 
No.  21,330,  and  Seeley's  "Short  History  of  Napoleon,"  may  be 
recovered.  The  other  seven  volumes  were  taken  out  by  non- 
electors,  guaranteed  by  Alexander  Bennet,  10  East  Thomas 
Street.  These  persons  gave  10  East  Thomas  Street  as  their 
address,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  trace  any  of  them.  The 
guarantor  was  found  and  proceeded  against,  but  without 
result.

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NEWS  ROOM. 

The  News  Room  of  the  Central  Library  has  maintained 
its  popularity  during  the  year.  There  is  a  considerable 
demand  to  have  more  of  the  magazines  placed  in  the  Reference 
Room.  At  present,  the  number  on  the  tables  there  is  in  fair 
proportion  to  the  number  of  readers  and  to  the  class  of 
magazine  which  requires  more  quietness  for  its  perusal  than 
can  be  got  in  the  News  Room.  On  pages  15-19  will  be  found 
a  list  of  the  newspapers  and  magazines.

LIGHTING.

The  newspaper  stands  will  require  to  be  dealt  with 
in  this  respect  in  the  coming  year,  as  the  present  lighting  is 
hardly  sufficient  for  the  comfortable  perusal  of  the  newspapers.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT, 

189  9. 


I  BEG  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  work  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1899  • — 

THE  REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  stock  of  the  Reference  Library  at  the  end  of  last  year 
was  45,818.  During  1899,  3,125  volumes  were  added,  making 
the  stock  at  31st  December  48,943.  Although  accommodation 
was  found  for  the  magazines  in  the  basement  of  the  Library, 
the  space  available  for  additional  books  in  the  Reference 
Library  is  not  such  as  to  enable  additions  of  any  consequence 
to  be  made  within  the  next  year  or  two. 

The  whole  of  the  books  added  during  the  year  have  been 
classified,  catalogued,  and  put  in  their  places,  and  the  card 
catalogue  is  now  in  good  working  order  and  found  to  be  very 
useful. 

In  1898  there  were  additions  to  this  department  of  845 
volumes  of  American  magazines,  and  of  a  large  number  of 
magazines  transferred  from  the  Lending  Department.  This 
year  the  chief  addition  was  a  collection  of  travels  amounting 
to  486  volumes,  beautifully  bound,  ranging  in  date  from  1822 
to  1855.  This,  in  addition  to  the  books  already  in  the  section 
devoted  to  travel  in  the  Library,  makes  that  division  fairly 
complete  up  to  1855. 

In  the  magazine  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Library  a 
slight  fire  took  place  in  October  last,  but  considerable  damage 
was  done  by  water  to  a  large  number  of  volumes  of  magazines. 
The  damaged  volumes  have  been  withdrawn,  and  are  now 
being  replaced  by  clean  and  perfect  copies. 

While  the  statistics  of  readers  show  a  falling  off  for  the 
year  1899,  it  is  to  be  explained  that  during  the  year  there 
was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  readers  for  consultation,  without 
the  necessity  of  filling  application  forms,  a  larger  number  of 
books  than  was  previously  the  case.  There  has  been  no 
decrease  in  the  number  of  people  frequenting  the  room. 
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Indeed  there  has  been  an  increase  during  the  year,  and 
very  frequently  in  the  evening  every  available  seat  has  been 
occupied. 

A  Lecture  was  given  in  the  Reference  Library  in  the 
month  of  December,  to  the  members  of  the  Edinburgh  Typo- 
graphia,  by  Mr  William  Cowan,  a  member  of  the  Library 
Committee,  on  the  Scottish  Psalm  Book.  The  Lecture  was 
well  attended,  and  the  subject  was  treated  in  a  very  interesting 
manner,  and  several  specimens  of  early  Scottish  Psalm  Books 
were  shown. 

LENDING  LIBRARIES. 

CENTRAL. 

On  page  5  will  be  found  the  table  of  readers  from  the 
various  municipal  wards  of  the  city.  The  numbers  for  1898 
are  given  for  the  sake  of  comparison.  This  year  the  tickets 
for  readers  fall  to  be  renewed,  and  this  has  been  begun  as 
from  1st  January.  As  usual  the  tickets  are  not  called  in 
until  the  months  of  August  and  September. 

To  the  stock  of  the  Lending  Library  1,051  volumes  were 
added  during  the  year.  In  order  to  make  room  for  these, 
some  magazines  and  one  or  two  long  sets  of  the  less  popular 
books  have  been  transferred  to  the  Reference  Library.  There 
is  very  little  more  space  in  the  Lending  Library  for  the 
storing  of  books,  excepting  by  withdrawing  the  less  popular 
books  to  the  magazine  room.    This  is  of  course  unsatisfactory. 

It  has  been  before  the  minds  of  the  Books  Committee  to 
revise  the  stock  of  the  Lending  Library  as  soon  as  the  Branch 
Libraries  were  established,  but,  as  it  will  be  some  time  yet 
before  this  is  accomplished,  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  atten- 
tion to  the  matter  of  further  accommodation  in  the  Lending 
Library  during  the  coming  year. 

In  this  connection  it  falls  to  be  noted  that,  during  1899, 
the  property  lying  to  the  west  of  the  Library  has  been  pur- 
chased by  the  Magistrates  and  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Public 
Library.  The  ground  will  afford  sufficient  space  for  the 
extension  of  the  Library  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
Finance  Committee  have  already  arranged  for  the  payment 
of  this  projDerty  in  a  stated  number  of  years.  It  is  still  rented 
to  the  tenants  who  occupied  it  when  it  passed  into  the  hands 
of  the  Library  Committee,  the  rents  being  collected  by  the 
City  Chamberlain's  Department. 

There  has  been  less  reading  from  the  Lending  Library 
this  year  than  last,  the  last  three  months  showing  a  decrease  on 
all  the  sections  of  it  excepting  the  Juveniles'  Section,  on  which 
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there  is  an  actual  increase  of  over  1,500  for  October,  Novem- 
ber, and  December. 

A  remarkable  feature  of  the  circulation  of  books  for  the 
whole  year  from  the  Lending  Library  is  that  there  is  a  de- 
crease on  all  the  classes  excepting  that  of  History,  Biography, 
and  Travel,  and  the  Juvenile  Section  as  already  mentioned  ; 
the  increase  in  History,  &c.,  being  over  two  thousand. 

WEST  BRANCH. 

The  West  Branch  stock  was  increased  during  the  year  by 
319  volumes.    The  total  stock  there  is  now  7,958. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  West  Branch  shows  a 
small  decrease  distributed  evenly  over  all  the  classes,  excepting 
the  Juvenile  Section  and  General  Literature,  which  show  a 
slight  increase. 

The  Newsroom  in  connection  with  the  West  Branch  has 
been  very  largely  patronised,  and  the  Nelson  Hall  has,  as  a 
rule,  been  crowded  in  the  evenings  to  its  utmost  capacity. 
This  was  especially  the  case  during  the  months  of  October, 
November,  and  December. 

A  Musical  Concert  was  given  in  the  Nelson  Hall  early  in 
November,  and  on  the  loth  of  December  an  interesting  lecture 
on  the  "  Town  of  Edinburgh  and  its  Citizens  at  the  Time  of 
the  Reformation,"  was  given  by  Councillor  Harrison. 

PORTOBELLO  BRANCH. 

This  Branch  was  closed  for  repainting  and  for  introducing 
the  electric  light,  from  the  12th  of  August  to  the  4th  of 
September.  The  stock  of  books  was  increased  during  the 
year  by  283  volumes.  There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
readers  in  this  Branch  also,  but  the  work  of  the  Library  itself 
and  of  the  Newsroom  is  otherwise  satisfactory. 

NORTH  BRANCH. 

Very  nearly  all  the  books  for  the  North  Branch  in  Stock- 
bridge  have  been  purchased.  The  building  has  not  made  the 
progress  which  at  one  time  was  anticipated,  but  it  will  be 
ready  for  opening  early  in  summer.  Part  of  the  books  have 
still  to  be  catalogued  and  classified  and  numbered,  so  that  in 
this  report  a  detailed  return  cannot  be  given. 

A  large  number  of  volumes  intended  for  this  Branch  was 
damaged  by  water  on  the  occasion  of  the  fire  in  the  basement 
of  the  Library  in  October,  and  some  delay  was  caused  before 
a  settlement  was  effected  with  the  Insurance  Companies. 
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The  damaged  books  are  now  being  replaced  by  new  copies, 
and  the  cataloguing  and  classifying  of  them  has  been  very 
nearly  overtaken. 

SOILED  AND  WORN-OUT  AND  LOST  BOOKS. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Library  to  31st  December  last, 
10,007  soiled  and  worn-out  books  have  been  withdrawn. 
During  last  year  1,827  volumes  were  thus  dealt  with,  and  1,71 1 
of  them  were  replaced  by  clean  and  new  copies,  the  others 
being  out  of  print  and  unobtainable.  Of  the  458  volumes  which 
were  found  to  be  unobtainable  during  the  previous  years,  163 
were  got  this  year  by  issuing  a  list  of  wants  to  booksellers  all 
over  the  country,  leaving  295  old  copies  still  on  the  store 
shelves,  in  place  of  which  new  copies  cannot  be  got.  Of  the 
books  withdrawn  for  the  year,  116  volumes  were  found  to  be 
out  of  print,  making  the  total  number  at  present  on  the  store- 
room shelves  and  out  of  print,  411. 

At  31st  December,  5  volumes  which  had  been  lent  out 
during  the  year  were  not  returned,  and  have  not  as  yet  been 
recovered.  There  is,  however,  a  possibility  of  their  being 
recovered  in  the  course  of  this  year.  Two  of  the  readers 
have  been  reported  as  having  died,  two  others  have  removed 
to  London,  and  one  has  gone  to  South  Africa. 

NEWS  ROOM. 

The  News  Room  of  the  Central  Library  has  more  than 
maintained  its  popularity  during  the  year.  During  the  last 
three  months  it  has  been  crowded  at  all  hours  of  the  day,  the 
newspapers  coming  in  for  the  greatest  share  of  attention. 
On  pages  16-20  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  newspapers  and 
magazines  supplied  to  the  Library,  and  a  list  of  the  Annuals, 
Calendars,  and  Directories  in  the  Reference  Room  will  be 
found  on  pages  21-23. 

LIGHTING. 

During  the  year  the  lighting  of  the  News  Room  has 
been  very  much  improved  by  the  introduction  of  incandescent 
lamps  for  the  newspaper  stands.  The  newspapers  can  now 
be  perused  with  comfort  at  all  times. 

The  lighting  of  the  other  parts  of  the  Library  by  the  arc 
lamps  is  hardly  any  more  satisfactory  than  it  was  during  last 
year,  but  the  Electrical  Engineer  for  the  town  has  recom- 
mended an  experiment  with  a  new  lamp,  which  is  reported  to 
be  much  superior  to  those  which  we  have  in  use  at  present. 
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LECTURES. 

As  mentioned  already,  two  lectures  were  given  in  the 
Nelson  Hall  in  the  latter  end  of  this  year,  and  another  has 
been  arranged  for  the  month  of  February. 

Mr  Cowan's  lecture  was  given  in  December  in  the  Reference 
Library,  and  it  is  proposed  to  have  another  lecture  either  in 
February  or  in  March.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT, 

19  01. 

I  BEG  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  work  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1901  : — 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  Reference  Library  at  31st  December  1900  contained 
51,006  volumes.  During  the  year  2,807  volumes  were  added, 
as  against  2,063  for  the  previous  year.  The  details  of  the 
books  added  will  be  found  on  page  5.  The  principal  addition 
to  the  Reference  Library  was  a  large  number  of  technical 
works,  added  to  what  is  known  as  the  Technical  Section,  by 
a  bequest  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Clark,  Bart.,  who  was 
Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee  from  its  institution  down 
to  1900. 

LENDING  LIBRARIES. 
CENTRAL. 

The  number  of  readers  enrolled  since  ist  January  1900 
was  36,901.  Of  these  290  gave  up  using  their  tickets,  leaving 
8,200  readers  who  are  electors,  and  28,701  non-elector  readers 
on  the  roll  at  31st  December  last.  827  volumes  were  added 
to  the  Lending  Department  against  790  for  last  year ;  but 
as  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  Report,  the  space  for  new 
books  is  entirely  exhausted,  and  the  books  added  were  put 
into  circulation  only  by  removing  others  that  were  not  in 
great  demand.  This  made  the  work  of  the  Library  more 
difficult,  and  rendered  the  new  books  themselves  less  accessible 
to  the  public. 

The  decrease  in  the  Central  Library  during  the  year  has 
been  very  marked;  but  with  the  new  extension  of  the  building, 
and  the  recasting  of  the  Lending  Catalogue,  the  circulation 
should  again  improve.  The  opening  of  the  Stockbridge 
Branch  has  affected  to  a  considerable  extent  the  circulation 
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of  books  from  the  Central  Library.  During  1900  there  was 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of  12,813,  but  this  year  there 
is  a  decrease  on  last  year  of  40425.  The  total  circulation  of 
books  for  home  reading  is  much  in  advance  of  that  of  last 
year,  the  numbers  being  639,273  for  1900,  and  721,197  for 
1 90 1,  or  an  increase  of  81,924. 

SOILED  AND  WORN-OUT  AND  LOST  BOOKS. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Library  to  31st  December  last 
16,339  soiled  and  worn-out  books  have  been  withdrawn. 
During  last  year  3,799  volumes  were  dealt  with,  and  of  these 
3,397  were  replaced  by  clean  and  new  copies,  the  others  being 
out  of  print  or  unobtainable.  Of  the  630  volumes  which  were 
found  to  be  unobtainable  during  the  previous  years  10 1  were 
got  this  year,  leaving  529  old  copies  still  on  the  store 
shelves.  Of  the  books  withdrawn  for  the  year  402  were  not 
obtained  on  the  last  day  of  the  year,  making  the  present 
number  on  the  store  room  shelves  931.  22  volumes  were 
reported  last  year  as  overdue,  the  readers  of  which  could  not 
be  found.  During  the  year  13  of  these  were  recovered.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  10  overdue  volumes  are  in  the  hands  of 
readers,  whose  addresses  at  present  cannot  be  traced. 

NEWS  ROOM. 

The  News  Room  continues  to  be  used  by  very  much  the 
same  number  of  people  as  heretofore.  An  evidence  of  the 
great  use  made  of  it  is  contained  in  the  fact  that  the  House 
Committee  during  last  year  found  it  necessary  to  repair  the 
stone  stair  which  leads  to  it,  and  which  in  the  course  of  the 
eleven  years,  since  the  opening  of  the  Library,  was  reduced 
by  constant  wear  to  a  state  considered  dangerous  for  those 
frequenting  that  department  of  the  Library.  The  strain  upon 
the  accommodation,  especially  in  the  evening,  will  be  much 
relieved  by  the  proposed  Magazine  Room  in  the  new  exten- 
sion, where  it  is  proposed  to  place  not  only  current  Magazines, 
but  in  shelves  on  the  walls  back  numbers. 

WEST  BRANCH. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  West  Branch  during 
last  year  was  437  as  against  43  5  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the 
total  stock  now  stands  at  8,830.  The  details  of  the  various 
classes  will  be  found  on  page  9.  Great  success  attended  this 
Branch  during  the  year,  and  especially  has  this  been  the  case 
since  October.  On  more  than  one  Saturday  over  1,000  volumes 
were  given  out.    The  large  circulation  has  told  very  severely 
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upon  the  stock  of  books,  and  during  next  year  and  the  year 
following  the  Committee  will  require  to  make  larger  provision 
for  the  replacement  of  worn-out  copies.  The  total  circulation 
last  year  was  124,866,  and  this  year  it  is  137,625,  showing  an 
increase  of  12,759.  The  Reading  Room  in  connection  with 
the  West  Branch  Library  was  taken  advantage  of  to  a  greater 
extent  than  in  any  previous  year. 

NORTH  BRANCH. 

This  Branch  has  now  been  open  for  over  a  year,  and 
the  total  circulation  has  reached  128,640.  The  number  of 
books  added  to  the  North  Branch  during  the  year  was  373, 
and  the  total  stock  now  amounts  to  10,483.  The  progress 
of  this  Branch  during  the  year  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
each  month  showing  an  increase  upon  the  previous  one. 
The  News  Room  and  Nelson  Hall  are  very  much  used, 
kept  in  first-rate  order,  and  increasingly  made  use  of  by 
the  people  resident  in  the  neighbourhood. 

PORTOBELLO  BRANCH. 

During  the  year  267  volumes  were  added  to  this  Branch, 
as  against  410  for  the  previous  year.  The  stock  is  now  5,286, 
which  in  view  of  the  population  of  Portobello  is  a  considerable 
number.  This  Branch  has  also  made  considerable  progress 
during  last  year.  The  circulation  for  1900  was  65,633  ; 
this  year  it  is  70,734,  showing  an  increase  of  5,501.  During 
the  past  year  several  alterations  were  made,  additional  shelving 
and  additional  indicators  being  provided.  The  work  has  been 
rendered  more  effective  in  this  way.  Last  year  there  was  a 
decrease  of  1,665  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  the 
upward  tendency  which  showed  itself  in  the  latter  end  of  last 
year  has  continued  throughout  this.  Although  the  accommo- 
dation in  the  News  Room  is  smaller  than  before,  no  decrease 
is  perceptible  in  the  numbers  frequenting  it. 

EAST  BRANCH. 

During  the  year  the  Sub-Committee  on  Branches  have  had 
several  meetings  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Branch  in 
Leith  Walk.  Great  consideration  was  given  to  the  matter  of 
site,  and  finally  that  offered  by  the  Nelson  Trust,  at  the 
corner  of  Leith  Walk  and  Macdonald  Road,  was  accepted. 
In  this  proposed  building  there  will  be  accommodation  for  a 
large  Circulating  Library  and  a  good  News  Room,  and  the 
Library  Committee  are  also  to  have  a  Librarian's  house  in 
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the  same  block.  The  plans,  which  were  made  out  by  Mr  H. 
R.  Taylor,  of  Messrs  Lessels  &  Taylor,  have  been  approved, 
and  working  plans  and  specifications  are  now  being  prepared, 
and  offers  from  contractors  for  the  various  parts  of  the  work 
are  expected  to  be  soon  in  hand.  The  Books  Committee  are 
engaged  considering  the  first  instalment  of  the  books  neces- 
sary for  this  district,  and  lists  are  now  being  prepared. 

The  question  of  a  Branch  Library  for  the  district  of 
Morningside  was  also  under  consideration  by  the  Sub-Com- 
mitte  and  the  General  Committee.  After  some  correspondence 
with  the  Nelson  Trust,  it  was  intimated  on  behalf  of  the  latter 
that  the  district  of  Morningside  was  not  one  to  which  they 
could  extend  the  benefits  of  Mr  Nelson's  bequest.  This 
matter  is  still  in  the  Committee's  hands.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

1902. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  upon  the  work  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1902. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

This  department  contained  55,995  volumes  at  31st 
December  1902.  2182  volumes  were  added  as  against 
2807  l^st  year.  It  was  open  during  the  year  for  307 
days — the  same  number  as  for  1901.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  there  is  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
works  consulted  during  the  year.  Dictionaries,  directories, 
encyclopsedies,  calendars,  and  current  magazines  are  not 
taken  into  account,  and  access  to  them  is  not  restricted  in 
any  way.  The  number  of  works  consulted  in  1901  was 
81,778  as  against  86,944  for  1902.  The  classes  of  Useful 
Arts  and  Literature  show  increases  of  931  and  1662 
respectively.    For  details  see  pp.  6  and  9. 

There  were  several  important  additions  made  to  the 
Technical  Section  by  purchase  during  the  year,  and  a 
valuable  donation  of  books  on  Architecture  was  received 
from  J.  G.  Fairley,  Esq.,  F.R.I. B. A.,  India  Buildings. 
Plaster  busts  of  Homer  and  Cicero  were  presented  by  Dr. 
Alexander  Peddie,  15  Rutland  Street. 

A  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  Technical  Section  was 
prepared,  which  was  sent  to  press  in  November,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  printed  off  in  a  few  weeks. 

A  lecture  on  '  Photography  at  the  Present  Day '  was 
given  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Johnston.  Councillor  Harrison,  Chair- 
man of  the  Library  Committee,  presided,  and  there  was 
a  large  and  appreciative  audience. 
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LENDING  LIBRARIES. 

READERS. 

The  number  of  readers  enrolled  from  ist  January  1900 
to  31st  December  1902  was  46,773.  Of  these  1784  dis- 
continued using  their  tickets,  leaving  44,874  on  the  roll 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  following  table  shows  the

CENTRAL. 

The  Central  Lending  Library  was  open  for  307  days 
during  1902 — being  the  same  number  as  for  1901.  Great 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  places  and  indicator 
numbers  for  the  books  added  during  the  year.  The 
extension  of  this  department  is  nearing  completion,  and  the 
addition  of  books  for  many  years  should  present  no 
difficulty  so  far  as  space  will  be  concerned. 

747  new  books  were  added  in  1902  as  against  827  in 
1901. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  the  Committee  to 
learn  that  last  year  the  number  of  books  issued  for  home 
reading  showed  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of 
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4725.  In  the  issues  of  novels  there  is  a  decrease  of  964. 
There  is  a  decrease  in  the  class  of  General  Literature,  due 
largely  to  the  fact  that  several  sets  of  magazines  had  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Reference  Department  to  make  room 
for  new  books.  There  is  also  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
books  issued  on  Philosophy.  The  increases  are  most 
marked  in  the  section  for  Juveniles,  where  57,366  books  were 
issued  last  year  against  51,525  for  1901 — an  increase  of 
5841,  and  in  History,  Biography,  and  Travel,  where  the 
figures  stand  26,262  for  last  year  and  25,770  for  1901 — an 
increase  of  492. 

The  total  number  of  books  given  out  for  home  reading 
from  the  Central  Library  last  year  was  388,913  against 
384,198  for  1901.    For  details  see  p.  10.

The  Catalogue  of  the  Lending  Library  is  now  practically 
out  of  print.  Of  the  20,000  copies  printed  a  few  hundreds 
remain  unsold.  Four  Supplementary  Catalogues  were 
issued,  the  first  in  1893,  the  second  in  1895,  the  third  in 
1897,  and  the  fourth  in  1900.  Of  these  supplements  those 
of  1895  and  1897  have  been  entirely  out  of  print  for  two 
years,  and  of  the  others  few  remain. 

The  general  catalogue  and  the  supplements  were  incor- 
porated during  the  year,  and  the  copy  for  the  press  is  being 
revised.  Opportunity  was  taken  to  make  desirable  addi- 
tions to  the  books  for  home  reading,  and  of  substituting 
new  editions  for  old. 

NEWS  ROOM. 

This  room  continues  to  be  frequented  by  as  great  a 
number  of  people  as  ever.  The  list  of  Newspapers  and 
Magazines  was  revised  during  the  year  and  several  im- 
portant alterations  and  additions  made. 
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The  extension,  to  be  used  as  a  Magazine  room,  was 
expected  to  have  been  in  use  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It 
will  be  ready  in  the  early  part  of  1903. 


WEST  BRANCH. 

This  Library  was  closed  for  repairs  and  extension  during 
the  month  of  August.  This  has  affected  the  total  circula- 
tion of  books.  As  compared  with  last  year,  month  for 
month,  there  is  an  increase  for  each  except  August. 

This  Branch  for  the  months  of  January,  February,  and 
March  of  last  year  had — so  far  as  known  to  me — the  largest 
turn-over  of  stock  of  any  Library  in  this  country.  The 
total  issues  for  the  three  months  was  40,991,  when  the  total 
stock  was  8830.  This  shows  that  the  whole  stock  is  repre- 
sented as  having  been  read  a  little  more  than  four  and  a 
half  times  in  three  months,  or  at  the  rate  of  nearly  fifteen 
times  in  the  year. 

To  the  stock  for  1901  of  8830,  there  was  added  after  the 
opening  in  September  587  volumes,  making  the  stock  at 
31st  December  last,  9417  volumes.    For  details  see  p.  11. 

NORTH  BRANCH. 

There  was  a  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  books 
issued  from  this  Branch  during  the  year,  and  the  total,  as 
compared  with  last  year,  shows  a  decrease  of  12,338.  It 
should  be  mentioned  that  the  circulation  of  books  during 
1900  was  exceptional — the  Library  having  been  opened  in 
the  end  of  1899.  The  number  of  books  added  during  the 
year  was  398,  making  the  stock  at  31st  December  1902, 
10,881.    For  details  see  p.  12. 

The  News  Rooms  and  Nelson  Halls  in  connection  with 
the  West  and  North  Branches  are  being  frequented  by  as 
large  a  number  of  people  as  ever.  In  the  evenings  the  rooms 
are  quite  full,  and  excellent  order  prevails. 

PORTOBELLO  BRANCH. 

To  the  stock  of  this  Branch  there  was  added  during  the 
year  341  volumes.  There  is  now  a  stock  of  5627  volumes, 
and  the  circulation  of  books  for  home  reading  was  68,198 
volumes  for  1902  as  against  70,734  for  1901.  For  details 
see  p.  13.) 
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EAST  BRANCH. 


Good  progress  is  being  made  with  this  building,  and  it  is 
proposed  to  open  it  in  the  Autumn  of  1903.  7105  volumes 
have  been  already  purchased,  classified,  and  catalogued. 


During  the  year  the  special  sub-Committee  on  Branches 
have  had  under  consideration  the  question  of  a  Branch 
Library  for  this  district,  and  a  site  has  just  been  procured 
at  186  Morningside  Road,  on  which  a  building  suitable  for 
a  Library  and  Reading  Room  can  be  erected.
